The Free Press quotes Sir William 
Van Horne as an authority, and his 
phrase “that Canada did business on a 
back street long enough,” as unanswer- 
able. We can all point to back street 
businesses that are quite profitable, and 
we can remember those who. not satisfi- 
ed to do business on the back street, 
when they made money, moved to the 
front street with its plate glass and 
marbie fronts and came to grief. I 
rather fancy that Sir William if he 
took stock wovld find that his business 
done on Sthe Gunadian back street is 
much more profitable than that on the 
U. S. Avenue. There may be more 
glory in hauling silks and teas from 
Vancouver to Boston than cattle from 
Calgary, but there is not so much profit. 
And if Sir William would sell his wares 
as cheap in the back street store as on 
the front street, I am sure that his 
business would largely increase. 

The question, however, for Canadians 
to answer is: Will it pay them to 
bonus a fast Atlantic line of steamers 
for the satisfaction of carrying Ameri- 
can passengers from San Francisco and 
other cities to Europe?

MR. OLIVER IN CALGARY. 
The followiag is the Calgary Herald’s re- 


port of Mr. Oliver's visit to Calgary_on his j- 


way east. ge 

On the arrival of Mr. Oliver, M. P., from 
Edmonton last week a deputation of the 
board of trade waited upon him with an 
address urging him among other mattera to 
use his influence in having assistance grant- 
ed to the C, P. R. to make railway connec- 
tion between Arrowhead and Rossland, so 
as to give ibe Northwest an inlet to the 
Kootenay via the present main line and 
branches. 

After the address had been read and pre- 
sented, and Mr. Oliver had expressed his 
thinks to the board, he proposed that an in- 
formal discussion shonid-be held regarding 
railway communication between Alberta 
and the Kovtenay. He said that so much 
attention had been given throughout the 
country to the Crow’s Nest Pass railway 
that in all probability the attention of the 
government would be directed to it before 
any other railway scheme was taken up. 
The C. P. R. were particularly anxious to 
have this road started and started immedi- 
ately and have it ander their own control, 
and were asking a loan of some four million 
dollars to build it. He said it must be 
evident to everyone in Alberta that the 
grantirg of this road to the C. P. R. would 
close the last outlet from Alberta with the 
outside world, and it was well for the Cal- 
gary board of trade and other bodies to 
look the matter equarety in the faee. -For 
his part while he would prefer the govern- 
ment to build and control the roadbed of 
this important piece of railway if it conld 
be accomplished, he felt very strongly that 
if the C. P. R. or any other company were 
granted assistance to build this road they 
should be firmly bound regarding rates, etc: 
on pruduce from the Territories to the 
Kootenay country, as it certainly was not 
fair that assistance should be given to roads 
only to make them good for. bringing pro- 
ducts in from the other side to compete with 
our people® He said the C. P. R. were not 
looking te the good of the people of the 
Territories in building this line. They 
wanted it simply to be enabled to haul the 
ore out to the American smelters and return 
the product in a shorter time than the 
American lines now running into that 
country. 

W. R. Hull asked if it would not be 
possible to bind the company getting the 
assistance for the building of the road to 
grant runping powers over the line to other 
railways. This proposition met with a 
good deal of favor, and Mr. Oliver said he 
had no doubt a favorable bargain could be 
made, providivg it was not pushed too 
hastily. He said the people in the southern 
part of Alberta were very anxious to have 
this road commenced immediately, and the 
C. P. R. were just as anxious to have it at 
once. No one was more so than himself, 
but he wanted to see the best possible bar- 
gain made fér the country, even if it had 
to be delayed till next year. 

A. E. Cross, manager of the Calgary 
Brewing Co., thought that if the govern- 
ment would keep the roadbed in its own 
hands and grant ruaning powers over it to 
any roads desiring it the interests of 
Alberta would be best conserved, as this 
would give us competition in railway 
matters. Failing this if the government 
would make a condition that the company 
receiving the charter and assistance should 
grant running powers to other roads, and 
aiso to obtain running powers over the C. 
& E. road. : 

After some further discussion it was de- 
cided to send a mammoth petition to 
Ottawa asking that these conditiens should 
be carried out. 

The matter of the establishment of an ex- 
perimental irrigation farm was also discus- 
sed, and as the new member had just had a 
practical illustration of what irrigation can 
accomplish he was prepared to bring this 
matter to the notice of the government. 

The deputation also brought to his notice 
the matter of assistance to creameries. It 
was explained that the government were 
practically operating creameries at Moose 
Jaw and Prince Albert and entering into 
competition with the other creameries, pay- 
ing the patrons each month for their batter 
end holding it until prices revived in the 
fall. This is beyond what private enter- 
prise could accomplish and they wished 
similar footing in Alberta. Mr. Oliver 
thought that the government should at 
least advance sufficient funds us a loan to 
enable other creameries to compete with 
the government creameries. 
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Sir W. C. Van Horne, John Morrow, and 
James Sutherland, of Montreal, and Ernest 
G. Henderson and Robert F. Sutherland, of 
Windsor, have been granted letters of in- 
corporation as ‘‘ The Windsor Salt Com- 
pany, Limited,” for the mining, manufac- 
ture purchase and sale of salt in its various 
forms in the provinces and territeries of the 
Dominion of Canada; the acquisition of 
patents and properties necessary or desir- 
able for any such purposes. Capital $200,- 
000 in 2000 shares of $100 each. 

Halifax. N. 8., Aug. 10.—Saturday was 
nomination day in six Nova Scotia counties 
for vacancies in the house of assembly. In 
Victoria, Hon. Geo. H. Murray, premier 
and provincial secretary, was elected by 
acclamation ; in Annapolis, there was no 
cpposition to Hon. J. W. Longley, attor- 
ney-geueral, and in Halifax, W. B. Wallace, 
Liberal, was also elected without oppesition. 
Ia Lunenburg, Merash, Liberal, was oppos- 
ed by Parker, conservative. In Colchester, 
the candidates are Arriman McClare, Lib- 
eral, and Major Turner, of Traro, Conser- 
vative. In Queen’s, Mr. Farrell, Liberal, 
was the only candidate nominated, and he 
was declared elected.

A RESULT OF GREED. 


The very unsatisfactory announcement is 
made that the proposed excursion of the 
Toronto and Montrea! boards of trade to 
Kootenay has fa'len through because of the 
high fare asked by the Canadiar Pacific 
Railway Company. Th‘s is a mos: unfort- 
unate ending of an enterprise which prom- 
issd to result in much good, not only. o 
Kootenay but to the whole province. The 
more British Columbia’s great undeveloped 
resources are inspeeted by men ct capital 
and enterprise the better for the province, 
and the excursion promised an unusuully 
geod opportunity. Now some fifteen excur- 
sionists are coming instead of two hundred 
or so that were expected. The railway 
company may know best what is in its own 
interest, but the outside observer must 
naturally conclude that a mistake has been 
made in this irstance. If the fare had been 
fixed at a sum barely covering actual ex- 
penses the party would in all likelihood 
have reached the expected dimensions, and 
the indirect profit to the company would 
have been large. Through the policy pur- 
sued by the railway the chance for both 
direct and indirect benefits to itself and to 
the province has been thrown away.—-Vic- 
toria Times.
